London, Aug. 18.— A daspatch to the 
Times from Simla aaya that at least 3,- 
000 tribeamen were engaged yesterday 
ia tbe battle. The batteries prevented 
them from risking the iight in close 
quarters, but 1,000 held on for some 
time. Then, as the infantry attack de- 
veloped, they fled. When the other 
2,000 saw the line of retreat threatened, 
they moved rapidly away. Lieut. Graves, 
of the Lancashire Fusiliers, Lieut. Mac- 
Lean and Adjutant Guides were killed; 
Oapt. PalmereeriouBly wounded. Lieut, 
Mac.Lean met death while attempting to 
carry away the body of Lieut. Graves. 

The despatcli adds that tlie whole bor- 
der eeems to be in a state of fanatical 
unrest. General Blood directed tlie 
centre attack. Colonel Meililejohn occu- 
pying the heights to tlie right of the 
enemy's position, • The Swata were 
strongly entrenched, and maintained a 
steady file ; but the British column car- 
ried the entrenchments with great dash, 
and the enemy fled. It is believed that 
General Blood will order a further ad- 
vance to-day (Wednesday). There ia no 
longer any doubt that the Afridia are 
leeply involved in the revolution, which 
is yet in no wise auppreseed. Such is 
the condition of things now that the 
slightest check to the British army will 
be the signal for a general revolt. 

The defection of the Afridia is regarded 
aa being especially aerious, as they have 
been loyal during many Indian out- 
Jijceaks and guarded the Khyber pass for 
the 'British during the Afghan war. 
They are one of the most powerful tribes 
on the frontier. 

About one hundred insurgent tribes- 
men were killed in tbe attack upon the 
entrenched position on the hills of the 
Swat valley. General Blood brought 
field guns into action against the stone 
entrenchments of the enemy and demol- 
iehed these works, when the insurgents 
fled. About 3,000 of the latter were 
engaged. 

The whole frontier seems to be in- 
flamed. The Btartling announcement 
was made here this afternoon that the 
Afrikis are marching through Ivhyber 
pass under Jamrud, while the Orakzais 
are advancing by the Kurran and 
threatening Sala. The 36th regiment of 
SikliH, which was divided into detacli- 
inenta along the frontier, has been 
ordered to concentrate at P^ort Lockhart. 
All the ladies except Mrs. Desvoux, wife 
of Major Desvoux of the 3Gth .Sikhs, have 
left Samana and reached Hangu safely.

It Is Expected to Be Aroused by the Visit 
of the Duke and Duchess of York. 

DtiiLiN, Aug. IS.— The visit ot the 
Duke and JJuchess of York to Ireland is 
in a sense ofBcial, repreaentiag the 
• iueen's concession because of the re- 
peated Irish grumbling about "royal 
slights to the Emerald Isle," The 
Tories arc endeavoring to attach as much 
j)olitical irnportanue to it as possi ble, and 
everything ia to be done that can give it 
exceptional social brilliancy. Nowhere 
in the United J-Ciugdom does a " show " 
call forth more enthuaiasm than in Ire- 
land ; and in the presence of royalty 
even the bitterness of party politics 
eeems to vanish. Recollections of the 
memorable visit of the Prince and Prin- 
cess of Wales in 1885 are still fresh, and 
no one has forgotten the universal and 
fervent expreaBions ot loyalty which 
were called forth in spite of Mr, Par- 
nell'a repeated demands that his follow- 
ers should not recognize the visit, and 
despite the injunctions of Archbishop 
Cashel to preserve a "dignified re- 
serve."

ROUGH ON EUHOPBAN IIULEKS. 

Suspected Attempt to Kill President Faure 
and the German Imperial 
Party. 

Paris, Aug. 18,— The departure of 
President Fauro on a visit to the Czar 
at St. Petersburg to-day was marked by 
a scene of the greatest excitement, ac- 
companied by the circulation of wildest 
rumors. After his departure a bomb ex- 
ploded along the route President Faure 
had followed, and although no damage 
was done and in spite of the fact that 
nobody was hurt intense excitement 
prevailed for a long time afterwards and 
sensational reports had it that those who 
exploded the bomb intended an outrage 
of a more serious nature. The President 
received an ovation from the public 
when he started on his journey to Rus- 
sia. A large crowd of people lined the 
route from the Elysee Palace to the [rail- 
road station and greeted the President 
enthusiastically with " Vive le Repub- 
lic," "Vive le RusBia," and "Vive 
Fauie." 

Later in the day officials oi the prefec- 
ture of police, who bad been investigat- 
ing the fragments of the bomb declared 
it had consisted of an iron tube 30 centi- 
metres in diameter placed in an empty 
store close to the corner of the boulevard. 
Some nails contained in it were thrown 
a few leet on the sidewalk. Scraps of 
paper were found about the scene of the 
explosion, were incribed "Vive la 
Liberte." 

Los-DON_. Aug. 18.— A special despatch 
from Paris this afternoon says that a 
man named Perler was arrested yester- 
day on the train on which President 
Faure arrived from Havre. The prisoner 
was foand to have a loaded revolver in 
his possession and is known to be a dan- 
gerous anacbist, who already has served 
two years' imprisonment. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Daily 
Mail says that considerable suspicion 
attaches to the accident to the Hamburg 
express, which was derailed Saturday 
evening between Cett« and Kelseen, 
when three passengers were killed and 
thirteen injured. It is believed that 
there was foul play, thoagh the precise 
cause of the derailment has not been as- 
certained. Only six hours before, the 
imperial train, bearing Emperor Wil- 
liam and Empress Augusta Victoria, 
passed over the spot, and the theory of 
tbe police is that an attempt was made 
to destroy that train, but owing to mis- 
calculation, the expected eOect was post- 
poned, 

Dunkirk, Aug. 18.— President Faure 
arrived h^are at 1 o'clock this afternoon, 
and was accorded an ovation. Later 
the President and his suite embarked on 
board the French warship Potliuau amid 
the cheering of the crowds on the quays, 
and the booming of salutes from the 
warships. M. Faure, on board tbe 
Potliuau, reviewed the French Equadron 
lit anchor here, and then the Pothuau 
put to sea, followed by tbe Surcouf and 
Bruii, which will escort her to Cron- 
stadt. 

CANADA IN ENQLAND. 

The Premier's Free Trade Talk and His 
Government's Protective Acts— An 
Immigration Campaign. 

London, Aug. 1". — Canada almost 
monopolizes tbe London newspapers to- 
day. Some leading journals have two 
leaders on such topics as the speeches of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Sir Louis Daviea 
yesterday and tbe British Association 
meeiing at Toronto, 

Sir VVilfrid Laurier's acceptance of a 
gold medal from the Cobden Club is 
spoken oi aa the last nail in the coffin of 
Mr. Chamberlain's /ollverein scheme. 
Some, however, like the Standard, re- 
mind Sir Wilfrid that despite his ardent 
free trade panegyrics, the diminished 
orb of protection rather than the atrug- 
gling plant of free trade is the guiding 
star of popular Canadian politics. 

Sir Donald Smith sails for Canada on 
Saturday. Among other objects of his 
visit is to meet Mr. Sifton to draw up 
an immigrntion policy for the v?inter 
campaign in Europe. 

Ciipt. Bate has presented to the Duke 
of York a haudaoine volume of Canadian 
Jubilee stamps on behalf of the post 
oflice department of Canada. The Duke 
ia an ardent plilatelist and expressed 
himself as delighted with the gift.

and not entitled to the benefits of com- 
mercial treaties, and secondlj- 'to all 
goods which being tbe product of a non- 
contisruouc country are import-ed into a 
contiguous TOuntry in veasela not of the 
United (states and thence imported into 
this country in wholesale quantitiea. 

Mr. Cnrlisle contends that if the fore- 
going is not the true meaning of the sec- 
lion, then the only other admissible 
coBStruclion ia that the provision was 
designed to discriminate against the 
wholesale trade- between the .people of 
the United States and Canada in goods 
produced 'in non^contiguouB countries 
and Imported into this coicntry from 
Mexico and .Canada. His contention on 
this point is that the discriminating 
duty applies to all goods imported in 
vessels not of the United Stf-tss not en- 
titled to the benefit of treaty stipula- 
tions, and secondly to all goods" produced 
in an ncn-contiguoua country imported 
in wholesale quantities, no matter what 
mays have been the character of the 
vessel in which thev were brought to 
Bcch contiguous country. 

According to this construction the ob- 
ject of the law waa to di+icriminate 
against goods imported into Canada and 
therein stored in bonded warehouses to 
be afterwards thrown upon tbe markets 
of the Dnited-Ktates in wholesale quaati- 
ties, which would make oar law as to all 
these goods conform to tbe exslBting law 
of -Oacada in relation to teaa and cofFees 
imported from the United States into 
Canada. 

The third possible construction ia that 
it imposes a tliscriminating duty of 10 
per cent, upon all Koods, dutiable and 
free., v,-hich are the products of non- 
contiguous countries and wliicli merely 
pass through the territory of Pdexico or 
Canada on th.eir way to tiie United 
States from their places of departure 
for the United State.'). Thia con- 
struction lie iiieista is wholly 
nnreaBonable and contrary to the 
real intention oi congress. To impose 
the (liEcriminnting duty upon goods 
simply because they are carried througli 
a contiguous country, would remedy no 
existing evils, but would iiillict iinineiiti' 
injury upon our railway and other inter- 
ests without any correspond itig Ix-nelit 
to the masses of the people, and would 
undoubtedly provoke retaliation on the 
part of the Dominion government. 



ME. TARTE'S TIIOUBLES. 

(Quebec Liberals Divided Into Two Factions 
by Sir Wilfrid's RIglit Hand Man. 

!To«ONTO, Aug. 18.— The World's 
Montreal special says: It ia stated in 
political circles that Mr, Choquette, who 
ia law partner of M. Beausoleil, M.l*., 
and one of the most determined of tbe 
anti-Tarte faction, has agreed to obtain 
a. round robin, signed by twenty-live 
Quebec liiberal M. F.'s, demanding Mr. 
I'lirte's retirement from the gov- 
ernment, the same to be pre- 
sented to the Prime Miaieter upon 
his return from Europe. The 
.Minister of i'ublic VVorks, however, the 
despatch adds, has not been idle, and 
this is how he aizea up tbe situation. He 
is opposed by two factions, one led by 
Mr. Beausoleil, M.!'., and the other by 
Ntr. rrefontaine, M.I'., and he luoks 
upon the latter as the more dangerous. 
The member for Jlaisonneuve must \x 
conciliated at all cost, and Mr. Tartehas 
already commenced to use his all-power- 
ful inllueace with Sir Wilfrid Laurier to 
have Sir Henri Joly de Lotbiniero retire 
to Government House at Winnipeg, his 
position in the cabinet to be taken by tio 
other than Blr. Prefontaine. To divitle 
and destroy has been Mr. Tarte's watcli- 
word in his dealings witli the bolting 
Liberals, for with so powerful a man as 
Mr. Prefontaine on liis aide, the Minis- 
ter of Public AVorks can well aObrd to 
snap his fingers at Mr. Beausoleil and 
his rebellious friends. 



THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 

A Fitting Reception of tlie Delegates by tlie 
Rulers of the pueen City. 

Toito.NTo, Aug. 18— The British Associ- 
ation's annual convention opened this 
afternoon with a civic reception at 
the horticultural pavilion. Lord Aber- 
deen presided and apoke welcoming the 
delegates. Acting Mayor Shaw made 
an eloquent address of welcome, which 
waa responded to by the retiring and 
new presidents, who spoke of Canada's 
recent exhibition of loyalty to Great 
Britain.

Laborers Q«it WcNf: BecaitBe of a Proposed 
Lo«(<«ring of Pay, 

ToiiT Tow>>n:Ni), Aug. 17.— Present in- 
dications arc that tlie long-delayed con 
stiQctionof the Faget^ Sound ^rtifiea- 
tions is ycft to ha delayed'until an under- 
Qtanding between labor and capital is 
reached. "Up to Saturday evening ^the 
men were paid .111.05 per day for ten 
hours' work and allowed to boaccLtkem- 
selves. They were then informed that 
berciifter they must board at the con- 
tracting company's "cook house," for 
which !f!.ij)0 per week would be deducted 
from their wages. As the cost of reach- 
ing tlie fortilication site Monday morning 
and return Saturday night is 50 cents, 
laborers would have only a balance of 
.$4."J0 for a week's work, or a fraction 
over 8 centa per hour. 

This morning the laborers refused to 
go|to work until the contractorsa cceded 
go tlioir refiuest, which is .$2 per day, 
eight hours to constitute a day's labor. 
The contractor uuule a reiiuisition for 
100 laborers on an uji-Sound employ- 
ment agency, but waa informed that 
only on a guarantee of If2 per day of eight 
hours could men be furnished. 

As matters now stand, there will be a 
practical standstill of all work until a 
concession is made by the contractor, or 
some sort of compromise is effected. The 
contractors referred to are the Pacific 
Bridge Company of Portland. 



THE AIICTIL) EXPLOREKS. 

Dr. Haivsen on tlie Latest Reports— The 
Carrier Pigeon's Message. 

Cjjuistikia, Aug. 10.— Dr. Nansen, the 
explorer, is of the opinion that the bal- 
loon sighted Saturday by tiio steamer 
King Halfden was not Andiee'a balloon, 

Beiilin, Aug, 10.— The Vossicho Zei- 
tung publishes a despatch from Hammer- 
feat, Norway, which aays that one of the 
eearchers for Herr Andree in a fast 
steamer, met the .sealing vessel Aiken 
about July 22, and learned from her 
captain that one of the crew had shot a 
pigeon between North Cape and Seven 
Islands, on the north coast of Lapland, 
bearing amessage addressed to theAfton- 
bladt, Stockholm. Tbe message ran as 
follows: "liighty-two degrees paseed. 
Good journey. Northward. Andree." 
The date of the measage cannot be ascer- 
tained. 



A WIRE TO KliONDYKE. 

Crovaraments of Canada and United States 
Negotiate With This in 
View. 

"Washdjgton, Aug. 17.— The Canadian 
government has submitted formal pro- 
posals to this government to establish 
•communication with the Klondyke re- 
gion by the construction of a telegraph 
lino from the head of winter navigation 
Oil the Lynn canal into the centre of the 
Klondyke district. The j.roposala have 
been taken under advisement. 

The proposals, while reserving the 
rights of either country jiending eettle- 
mentof the international boundary line 
between the United States and panada, 
ur^^o the expediency of establishing a 
permanent route, giving access to the 
interior at all seasons of the year. 



CAPTAIN AND MATE KILLED. 

Double Murder by itbe Crevr of a Boston 
Steamer Afterwards Burned 
at Sea. 

Boston, Aug. 18. — A cable received in 

this city from Buenos Ayrea eaya that 
Cajit. J. W. Whitman and Mate Wm. 
llanesburg of the ateainer Oliver Pucker, 
which sailed from this port on June 27, 
have been murdered by the crew. The 
principal owners of the vessel are J. P. 
EUicott & Co., of Boston, the same own- 
ers that sent out the barkontine Herbert 
I'uller, on which Capt. Nash and Ids 
wife and Mate Bamberg were murdered. 
The moBsage containing the in- 
formation waa from a banking 
firm ia Buenos Ayres and irave 
only the bare facts of the double 
murder, together with the statement 
that the vessel was afterwards burned 
out that the crew escaped and landed at 
Bahia. The owners liopo they are in 
custody of the United States consul 
there, who would naturally asaame 
charge of the shipwrecked men. The 
Pecker was a fine vessel of 832 tona. The 
captain held a large interest in her. The 
valuation of the vessel is placed at $30,- 
000, upon which there is partial in- 
eurance.

SILLY SENSATIONS. 

If the use of large type, sot in double- 
column width and liberally leaded, can 
make news important, then the tiowb 
that Bome new rifles have arrived in 
Quebec for the Canadian militia is a 
matter of great moment to cm neigb- 
bora. We colder-blooded people on this 
side of the boundary do not appreciate 
the manner in which an innocent little 
item like this is worked up. Of course 
it is not worth while trying to find out 
when the order for the rifles was eiveu 
and why it was given. This would bo 
too utterly prosaic, would take a good 
deal of trouble and would not be in the 
leivsi sensational. The importation of a 
few rifles on the recommendation of a 
commanding officer made a year or so 
ago would not be worth mentioning to 
any one ; but when the imagination ot 
the newspaper scribe gets in his work 
" the case is altered quite." He begins 
by saying that there is much specalation 
why the importation is made, and there 
is a division of opinion as to whether 
the rifles are meant for use in driving 
Americans out of the Klondyke or to 
Bjttle the sealing question. With this 
for a start, the rest is easy and the man 
trho cannot evolve several hundred 
words of staff from thib foundation, 
calculated to 8re the American heart, ia 
a chump and v.'ould deserve to lose his 
job instanter. No, dear reader, the des- 
patLh 19 not written in the newspaper 
office. It comes over the wire all right. 
Perhaps a telegraphic editor touches 
it up a little, but that is donbtlDl. His 
art comes in when the head lines have 
to be written, and you can fairly smell 
gunpowder in the words that be eolects 
for this purpose. As no one thinks about 
the matter the next day, probably no 
very great amount of harm ia done. 

Then there is another type of seuEa- 
tionalists, of which tlie Honorable Lien- 
tenant-ColonelJames Hamilton Lewie, 
M.C, of Seattle, ia a sample. Colonel 
Lewis did not gain his military title on 
the field of carnage, or even in the peace- 
ful parade of the National Guard. He 
was appointed to the stall' of a Washing- 
ton governor aa a i)rovisional-ilc'puty- 
asbistant-inapector-general - of - nothiiig- 
in-particular, or something like that, lie 
probably never exploded anything more 
formidable than a fire-cracker or an 
election yarn. He is persistently keyed 
up to his highest tension, and thinks he 
has lived that week in vain in which he 
has not managed to get hiineolf talked 
al)oat. A clever fellow is the Colonel, 
and as good a soul aa ever lived ; but it 
does not do to take him too seriously, 
except when he undertakes to save a 
murderer from the gallows. The Colonel 
has had two or three shots at' Yukon 
eensations, his latest having been 
printed in the Colonist of yester- 
day morning, when he sought to 
account for the omission of the United 
States government to send soldiers to 
Circle City, by suggesting that to do so 
might he to precipitate a quarrel over 
the boundary line. The Colonel did not 
say that this was actually the reason. 
In fact ho was as non-committal as 
Captain Jack Bunsby, of delightful 
memory. But he scored his point. He 
got himself quoted all over the United 
States, bis oi>ject being not anything so 
bloodthirsty as to provoke hostilitieB 
■with Canada, but simply to keep him- 
aelf in training as a possible running 
mate for \yilliam .Jennings Bryan at the 
next presidential election. 

Our good neighbors are being surfeited 
ju<it now with ridiculous sensations. If 
they were not the most thoughtless 
pe.'ple in the world, a great deal of harm 



would result. But these stories, simply J 
attract momentary attention > and are 
forgotten'. A new aensation every day is 

as necessary to these people as their 
breakfast. To-day it is the prospect of 
war with Canada, to-morrow it ia Cuba, 
the ne.xitday 6ome woman, the next the 
silver question, the next a murder, the 
next a prospective raw with Fero, and eo 
on. It ia no exaggeration to say that 90 
per cent, ot what the leading United 
States papers print aa news would not 
only be utterly valueless, but actually 
misleading to any one who a quarter of 
a century from now should attempt to 
compile history from their colamns. 



SO.]IE ADVICE TO YUKONERS. 

Taliesen Evans is giving intending 
Yukonera eome very sound advice ia the 
columns ot the San Francisco Chronicle. 
He tells how the Dominion government 
enforces the law in new countries, and 
assures those who talk about reaisting 
the police tliat they are reckoning with- 
out their hosts. After a very conserva- 
tive statement of the case he saya: "Let 
me say that any man who intends enter- 
ing the Klondyke determined to resist 
the operation of the laws is bent on a 
very foolish errand and will have lots of 
time to repent after be gets there." l ie 
instances how the law was admiuiatered 
ill Oiuibuu ftiiJ Koutiiuay, and telis bis 
readers to make up their minds that the 
same thing will be done on the Yukon. 
He adda also that the government takes 
good care of the miners, sees that their 
rights are respected, provides them with 
means of communication, and generally 
looks alter their interests in a way not 
thought of in the United States. 

This writer is one of the first in the 
United States press to defend the pro- 
posed royalty. He takes the position 
that the government, as representing the 
crown, owns the precious inetale, and 
therefore has a right to exact what 
royalty it sees lit, which royalty foreign- 
ers have no cause to complitin of, for 
they need not dig the gold unless they 
waut to. He tbinka there will be no 
great difficulty in collecting the charges, 
as the government can always confiscate 
a claim if it has reason to believe the 
royalty is being evaded. 

" It is nuLto sale to say," be adda, 
" that whatever laws the Dominion may 
have provided afl'ecting the Klondyke, 
they will be carried out; if they pertain 
to royalties on gold taken out of the pub- 
lic lands those royalties will have to be 
paid, or tije gold estracted from the 
ground wil. never pass out of the country 
as private property ; if tliey relate to 
customs, tho duties will be collected. It 
will be sometinng new in the adminis- 
tration of the law in British mining 
camps if the government should fail to 
execute the laws governing the Klon- 
dyke. But it will not fail. ... Its 
laws will be administered e<iuitably and 
impartially for the benefit of citizen and 
alien alike, and that ia all any reason- 
able man has a right to ask or expect." 

However much one may disagree with 
the news above espreaaed aa to the 
equitableneas ot the royalty, there can 
be no two opinions as to the correctness 
of the views expressed on other points. 
The laws will be enforced on the Yukon. 
If they are oppressive they will bo 
changed, but while they stand they must 
be respected. 



ORIENTALS IN AMERICA. 

A concerted attempt is about to be 
made by the Chinese residents in the 
United States to secure the repeal of the 

exclusion law at the scsaion of congress, 
which opens in Decern l)Br. The state- 
ment ia made that fu nda are beinR liber- 
ally subscribed and it is the avowed in- 
tention of the promoters of the move- 
ment to make the freest possible use of 
money. While the Peking government 
is not openly prosecatlng the agitation , 
the statement is made that the attempt 
IB to have both its moral and material 
support. The chances for Kuccess ;ire 
enhanced somewhat by tlie fact tliat in 
many i)arta of the United States tliere is 
a feeling that the exclusion act ia a need- 
leas and unjustifiable diaorimination 
against a friendly people. When the 
law was under discussion in congress, 
the number of papers, published east of 
the Mississippi, that denounced it as an 
outrage was very large. Tlie religious 
papers were almost a unit in opposing it, 
and there inlluence ia very great. There 
ia also a strong commercial aentiment to 
the effect that the excluaion law may in 
the end lead to a prejudice in China 
against the United States, and hence to 
a loss of trade. 

'We have not yet seen the end ol the 
question involved in Oriental imniigra- 
tiou to America, or at least we have seen 
only one end of it, namely, the begin- 
ning. The Orient ia learning a great 
many lessons, besides how to make cot- 
ton clotb , ateel rails and bicycles, It is 
beginning to feel that it has the rights ot 
an equal in its intercourse with I'Airojio 
and America, and is very likely to stand 
upon its dignity hereafter in a manner 
that will create some aRtoniabmeut and 
may give rise to embarraasing problem a. 
The rest of the world was not content 
until it had awakened the Orient. The 
awakening was very rude, and the first 
eflect was to daze those who vero thua 
aroused. Then the Ohiueso and the 
Japanese began to travel, that ia repre- 
sentative men among them began to do 
so, and aa they travelled they learned 
many new thinga. They were not im- 
presaed with the superiority of the Cau- 
casians quite aa much aa many people 



Thosb interesting people who con- 
demned the E. it. N. railway policy aa 
to miners and yet defend the Yukon 
regulations have (lueer notions of con- 
eiatency. II the latter are justifiable, 
the company's policy in regard to its 
private property appear liberal to the 
verge ot prodigality by comparison.

AS VIEWED FROM TORONTO. 

Washineton state which, with n little 
incidental assistance from San I'raucis- 
co, is raising most of tlie protests aeainst 
Canada's attempt to divert the Yukon 
trade to the Canadian cities of Victoria 
and Vancouver, is an ungrateful com- 
munity. Washington is the southerly 
fringe of British Columbia, noted main- 
ly for the cheek of ita people and the ex- 
tent of its boom towns. These Three 
Graces, Spokane, Tacoma and Seattle, 
were dying by slow starvation when the 
development of British Columbia re- 
stored prosperity to Spokane. And now 
Tacoma and Seattle expect the Klon- 
dyke to do for them what the Kootenay 
\htiB done for Spokane. In the State of 
Washington a Canadian without for- 
swearing bis country can neither hold 
property to live on nor stake oHt a min- 
eral claim. In the adjoining Britisli 
territory an American citizen has all the 
rights of a British subject. The foolishly 
liberal nolicy of British Columbia has 
built up Spokane, and yet tho bankrupt 
merchants in the cities of Seattle and 
Tacoma are using all their influence at 
Washington to secure a withdrawal of 
the trifling privileges which the Cana- 
dian government asked in order to facil- 
itate trade between our own cities of 
Vancouver and Victoria and the Yukon 
country.— Toronto Telegram.

THE WOODS APPEAL. 

Pull Court Hear Argiunent for and Against 
the Nelson Murderer, 

The Pull court yesterday heard the 
appeal on behalf of Woods the Nelson 
murderer from the conviction at the 
trial held before Mr. .luatice NValkein 
and a jury. The point upon which this 
appeal hinges is whether when the mur- 
dered man made his dying deposition he 
knew he was going to die and had the 
fear of death before him. Tbe defence 
claim that the deposition was inadmissa- 
ble, but the crown maintain that even if 
the written deposition is thrown out, 
and also the statement to the doctor by 
the victim shortly after the shooting, 
still there remains Btront!er evidence in 
the identification of Woods by the dying 
man who pointed him out when the 
prisoner was brought into bis presence. 
Mr, L. P. Dufl" opened the argument yes- 
terday for the defence, and Mr. E. P. 
Davis, Q.C., whoappeared for thecrown, 
with Mr. A. G. Smith, deputy attorney- 
general, replied. The argument will 
probably bo finishecl by noon to-day. 
'Woods was santenced to hang on August 
11, but a reprieve was granted until 
August 2.5, to allow of the case being 
heard before the Full court.

Dawson City Quickly, Cheaply 
and Comfortably. 



Brief news of a big gold find on the 
Stewart river, one of the Yukon's great- 
er tributaries, comes by a letter received 
yesterday by Mr, William Bryce. It 
bears out the predictions made all along 
by old Alaska prospectors, and will 
doubtless have the effect of turning the 
tide of nugget hunters from the Klon- 
dyke to the Stewart, and tbe creeks that 
flow into it. The writer is William For- 
rest, an old-time miner, well-known in 
Victoria and throughout the Cariboo dis- 
trict. 

The last news from the mining dis- 
trict," he writes from Skagway under 
date of August 9, " is of a man who took 
out ninety-six pounds of gold in three 
days on a creek forty miles on this side 
of the Stewart river." 

lie gives no details of the find further 
than this, but indicates that the news ifl 
accepted in good faith by all at Skagway, 
and that many are now heading toward 
the Stewart treasure ground. Concern- 
ing Skagway affairs, he says: 

" The trail is not quite finished yet. 
A bridge across the large creek is ex- 
pected to be completed to-day. Horses 
of any kind are in great demand at from 
^100 to ^150 each. Some of the boys 
have sold their small horses at ^100 
each, after agreeing to get their own 
stuff over first. Men are here getting 
^7.50 a day. The charge for packing 
grub over is ^20 per hundred weight. 
Passengers from other steamers who 
landed at Dyea are now paying to get 
their grub brought around to this bay. 
This ia uuiiueatiouably the beat ))lace to 
land. Those who came up with ua will 
get through aa soon as lots who came up 
four or five weeks ago." 

Many letters were received in this city 
by tlie arrival of the Danube, from those 
who iiave reached the Skagway camjjiug 
ground or the trail beyond on their way 
to the rich diggings of the upper river. 
One of the most interesting of these is 
fromJ.Vaio, of the Victoria firm of 
Vaio& Brooks, to his wife, who confi- 
dently awaits his return with a fortune 
a year or two hence. It is written from 
Skagway on the (5th of tbe present 
month, and says : 

" At this timeof writing I am camping 
on the trail about two miles from the 
hauling, waiting for the horses which we 
expect to-morrow. As soon as they ar- 
rive wo will shift camp and push on 
along the trail. From what I can learn 
here the trail to the toi)of the mountain 
is not so bad aa it lias been made out, 
although a good many have already 
turned back and are yoini; home, aaying 
they have got enougli. They are selling 
their provisions for whatever they can 
get for tliem, and 1 have been ofl'ereii an 
outfit about seven miles up the 
mountain. 

' Skagway lies about level with the 
water, and is about two miles wide on 
each side. For miles it is surrounded 
with mountains from 1,900 to 1,500 feet 
in height. There ia no wharf here as 
yet suitalile for any large vessel to land 

at Wo had to pack away 

our freight aa soon as it was landed, or 
it would have been spoiled at high tide, 
which runs inland for about half a mile. 
The trail for miles from this place is 
lined with tents of treasure-seekers, 
some pushing on and others turning 
back, To-day the steamer George W. 
Elder arrived with 450 passengers; if 
tbey keep coming as they have been 
this week there will soon ha enough

people hero to form a continuous line of 
camps to the summit of the dreaded 
mountain. 

"Some of the passengers are staking 
out lots on the squatter jilan, and are 
already starting to build log houses. 
Town lots can be taken and improved, or 
by living on them any person can secure 
a title as it ia no man's land. I myself 
would aquat if I waa not in a hurry to 
get through to the mines, as I think 
there will be a good chance to make 
money almost in any bueiness here next 
spring. I doubt if I shall be able to 
write soon again as we shall be on the 
traU with no means of sending letters 
out save that which changes may pro- 
vide." 

Another coireapoudent is James Phil- 
lips, whom rumor had as dead — kicked 
by a horse as the passengers and freight 
were being disembarked from the steamer 
on which he was a passenger from Vic- 
toria. He does not say anything about 
his decease in the letter, which is ad- 
dressed to his brother and bears date of 
the 8th instant. Among other things, 
however, he does say that the trip up 
was a most enjoyable one, and Skagway 
ia deatined to be a great town in a very 
abort space of time. 

"Tell Ben Clay." the letter proceeds, 
" to bring all the horses he can get if he 
is coming, as he can sell them at once 
for If 150 a piece. He can get all the work 
he wants too at $1.00 per day— I don't 
know what the wages will bo later on. 
Dyea is no go now ; this is the only 
place. It is useless to bring boats in ; 
the people should understand that. We 
have all got in and built a bridge over 
the Dyea, so that makes the trip consid- 
erably easier. We have had a hard fight 
but are going to make it. Boh Bryce 
has got away to-day and will no doubt 
get through all right. Just now men 
can make $150 a day here by hauling 
freight four miles." 

Another correspondent, who dillers 
from Mr. Phillips on tlie iiuestion of the 
horse supply, is .Air. Anton Henderson, 
manager ol the N'ictoria Transfer Co., 
who went up with a pack train, and has 
bis bands full of ljuaincss that contains 
a ImndHiiine profit. It is just possible 
that his opinion is not exactly unpre- 
judiced, but in a letter to Mr, D. li. Ker 
he aaya that there are now a sufficient 
number of horses on the scene to do 
all the work that there is to 
be done, and no danger of a famine of 
supplies. The Brackman & Ker Milling 
Company, in common with other Vic- 
toria firms, received several large orders 
by the Danube, and are more than ever 
convinced that the spring outfitting 
trade is going to be very heuvy. They 
have shown tbeir confuionco in Inia 
respect by placing large orders for Cana- 
dian and British goods auilable for 
niinere' use, a coneidorable portion of 
these couaii;nineuta l)eing intended for 
sale to Seattle houses for retailing. The 
goods will be held here and sold in bond 
by the enterprising citizens of the Sound, 
who thus will be enabled to save their cus- 
tomers tbe annoyance of paying duties, 
and at the same time give them an ad- 
vantage over the American goods they 
have heretofore been selling them. 

The customs force for the North is 
beard from in a letter from Mr. T. R. E. 
Mclnnes, who is stationed at Dyea, and 
writes to his father, the Senator. On 
the date of writing the supplies for the 
party making their way to the lakes in 
charge of Mr. ,Tohn Godson, were being 
forwarded bv packers, Mr. Godson and 
hia men having left three days before. 
They took with them only seven days' 
proviaions, depending fully upon the 

§ ackers overtaking them with supplies, 
[r. Mclnnes' letter contains many in- 
teresting details of tbe life and charac- 
teristics of Skagway, but gives no definite 
news that has not already been related. 

Joe Levy, in a letter to A. A. Aarou- 
Htn dated on the Itli, says that bo ex- 
pects to reach the surannt by the time 
his letter gels to Victoria. Jack Phillipp, 
another member of his party had gone 
on before and it ^vas expected would 
have the boats ready for the passage of 
the lakes by the time his companions 
were on hand to use them. The trail he 
dsscribea as in fair condition , although 
many were waiting, for no apparept

Thomas Tugwell, writing to Chief of 
Police Sheppard, confirms the report of 
the favorable condition of the trail, but 
givea no other intelUgence of general 
interest. 

James Pope, reporting to hia old friend 
F. Came, sr., aa to the first stage of the 
trip, says he is still waiting at Skagway 
for the horses to take his belongings 
over the pass. He does not anticipate 
any especial difEculty, but has a word 
to say of tbe shiftless ones who seem 
content to pass their time away at 
Skagway, eating up their provisions, 
and whi'ling the hours away with cards 
and similar diversions, 

Louis Casey, speaking with the voice 
of long experience, says that there are 
least two thousand men at Skagway and 
on the trail who are not properly out- 
fitted to go anywhere — much less to as 
trying a country aa the far North is in 
the winter. 

Harry Howard, formerly with E. J. 
Saunders & Co., aays that the Richard- 
son party, of which ia a member, aent 
their pack train of eight horses ofi" for 
tbe lakes at 6 o'clock the morning after 
their arrival at Skagway. 

Tom Shotbolt, writing to hia friend 
Chadwick, has a word to aay of the 
activity of Skagway, and from what he 
has seen of the trail does not regard it as 
especially formidable. 

As to the owner3hip of Skagway, 
Cliarles Phillips in another letter to a 
Victoria friend, says there can be no 
doubt about it, Ben Moore, a relative 
of the old Captain, who has given hia 
name to the favorite pass, has long ago 
complied with all requirements, and ia 
in possession, as he has been for yeara. 
Anyone who wants to legally become 
poaaeased of a home at Skagway will 
have to deal with him. 

Hugh Petticrew, the champion half- 
back, is confident as a man can well be 
of getting through, for writing from the 
base of the mountain on August 9, he 
says in conclusion, " Address hereafter 
' Dawson City, N.VV.T.' " He also re- 
fers to the mountains back of Skagway, 
the terror of so many miners, aa the hills, 
and otherwise make light of the tribula- 
tions along the route. He says in his 
etter home : 

" Wo are six miles up the trail and by 
this time next week will be cloge on the 
top of the hill, and then have twelve 
miles from the lake which we expect to 
reach about the end of the month. . . 
I should judge there are live hundred or 
more men on the trail, but we are keep- 
ing well to the front as we have the best 
horses on the trail and load three hun- 
dred pounds on tbem a trip, shifting 
camp four miles at a time. One man 
with a wagon and team was ofTered 
.i;2,000 for tbem, but he can make that in 
a week hauling goods. We can sell our 
horses for one hundred dollars apiece 
when we get through with them." 

" They have organized a law and good 
order committee at Skagway," writes 
Mr. J. P. Byrne. " under the presidency 
of J. -M. Kenny, of Seattle. All that 
they hav e (lone as yet lias been to give 
hia walkiim papers to Cleveland, the 
man who d.-iiiauded to be paid for pack- 
inn in ihe bu.iv of the young man from 

cattle who Wns drowned."

Among the Victorians now preparing 
to follow in the footsteps of the pilgrims 
are Fred White and J. St. Clair Blackett 
—both old Victorians, but more recently 
residents of Kootenay, from which dis- 
trict the exodus haa already commenced.

Mr. F. C. Davidge returned yesterday 
from Portland, where he had been per- 
feeting details of the plan, and every- 
thing iB now arranged most Batisfautorily . 
Through the enterprise of Davidge i^c 
Co., fortune hunters will be able to 
go aboard the big ex-collier at 
tlie Victoria outer dock, transfer from 
her to her consort, the Eugene, at St. 
Michaels, and disembark at Dawson 
City — with no delays, uo hazardous and 
toilsome climbing over mountains, no 
discomforts that are worthy of the name. 
The only expense is ^.",00 for the pas- 
satre, and this entitles the purchaser not 
only to Ilia own transportation through 
to the gold fields, but to take with him 
ttiree-quarters of a ton measurement of 
supplies. 

This ia the way it will be done. As 
Boon as the Bristol returns from Dyea, 
which will probably be about next Mon- 
day, she will meet the well known 
Kugene, a Columbia river steamer from 
Portland, at Victoria. She will at once 
receive her passenger and cargo, and 
will sail on Tuesday the 24th, theKugeue 
being taken alongside, but under her 
own steam. On reaching St. Michaels 
the passengers and cargo have only to 
bo transferred over the side of the ocean 
liner to the aternwheeler, which draws 
onlv feet of water and will therefore 
have no ilifficulty in going through to 
her deatinf.tion without delay. Those 
who adopt this now and favorable route 
will have the satisfaction of getting to 
their destination long in advance of even 
the most fortunate of those wlio adopt 
the overland route, and without dis- 
comfort. 

The Eugene is owned by the Portland 
and Alaska Trading A Navigation Co., 
and is a familiar craft to all who travel 
on the Columbia. She is 150 feet long, 
broad in proportion, with a draft of but 
2^4 feet and capable of accommodating 
200 passengers. It is not intended that 
she shall make a return trip unti 
ap'-ing; hut during the winter will he 
tied up at Dawson City and utilized as 
a hotel. Concerning her plans the Ore 
gonian says: 

" The oUieera of the Portland & .-Vlaska 
Company, who own the iCugene, have 
made careful inquiry concerning the 
closing of navigation on the Yukon, and 
can safely insure the trip being made 
before the appearance of ice on the 
river. In fact, those who are 'well in 
formed regarding tlie river state that 
navigation can safely be depended upon 
until late in September, or, more prob 
ably, until OcLober 1. The advantage of 
the i'ukon trip ofFered by the Portland 
& A-laska Company is that the gold 
lielda can be speedily reached this sum- 
mer, and plenty of time given to pre- 
pare for the rigors of an Arctic winter, 
and then be ready to engage in pros' 
pecting and working. The great ma 
jorit; of thpse who have chosen the 
overland route will not be able to reach 
Dawaon City until next spring, aa the 
mountain passes are now practically 
blocked up, and instead of reaching their 
destination as anticipated, they will be 
compelled to remain at Dyea during the 
winter months, eating the provisiona in- 
tended for use iu the gold fields, for 
which they cannot expect to start before 
next March, and possibly April." 

Among those bound north on (the City 
of Kingston to-night for the Klondyke 
are are a party of six from Eastern Can- 
ada. Four of these are Xew Brunswick- 
era, Wni. Ballantine and his three strap- 
pingsons, J. M., John O. and R. A. Bal- 
lantine; while Albert McLeod of Win- 
nipeg and Joshua Kitchis of Neepawa 
make up the rest of the party. When 
the Ballantines left the Sast they took 
tickets for Seattle and on their way 
to the Coast bought some cloth- 
ing at Winnipeg. Since reaching 
Victoria, however, they found out the 
advantages of outfitting here and decided 
to purchase their supplies in Victoria. 

Mr. K. A, Ballantine remarked that 
not only ia Victoria in his estimation 
the best place to outfit, but Victoria 
prices are far lower than Winnipeg's. 
He intends writing back to a number of, 
iiis friends who are coming to the Klon- 
dyke iu the spring, advising them to 
piirchase tlieir pntire outfit in Victoria. 
The party take up with them six pack 
animals and have very complete outfits. 

The first of those pilgrims, who have 
turned back were passengers south by 
the Danube — R. H. iSmitb, H. Hudaon 
and J. Jamieson of Seattle, who went up 
about three weeks ago but without pack 
horHos, and seeing the condition of all'aira 
at the pass decided to possess their souls 
in patience until the spring. As to the 
trouble expericnciid by the Danube 
through the over-oiliciousneag of Deputy 
Jones at Skagway, it ia understood that 
the board of trade will coinmunicate the 
facts, through the autliorities at Ottawa, 
to Washington, and await results. Noth- 
ing is known of the deputy or hia actions 
at the consulate here. 



MR. KNIGHT'S EXPERIENCE. 

The Mount Tolnile Florfst Gives an Inter- 
esting Account of Events at 
Skngway. 

The following are extracts from a let- 
ter wliich Mrs. Knight received yester- 
day fi-oni her husband, proprietor of the 
Mount Tolmie Nursery, who left here on 
the steamer Islander July 21), for Klon- 
dyke: 

Landed at Skagway at 11_ a.m., 
.\ugu8t 2. Nothing occurred during the 
trip up with the exception of grounding 
the steamer in a narrow channel, after 
leaving Marie island. The horses suf- 
fered badly, being so crowded in the 
boat. There was great excitement throw* 
ing the horses overboard and swimming 
them ashore. We landed at Skagway, a 
pretty bay with a background, lying be- 
tween niountaina, and about thirty acrea 
being cleared and covered with grass, 
and dotted with tents containing about 
SCO people. 

riio vegetation is familiar. I iioticud 
buttercups and yellow wild pea, By the 
tent I saw two speciea of flowers which 
I do not recognize— one yellow and the 
other pink. The trees are willow, alder, 
poplar, abies menziesii and a species of 
pine. In iny wandoringaround thecamp 1 
lind that the pink plant is the willow 
weed. There are several species of wild 
'ktrasfles ; I also see a birch with a rather 
i^iiQ broad leaf, and a small plant n iik 



a white flower resembling a buttercup. 

There are also some species of wild 
celery and a large leaf dock. 

August 3. — I got all my stuff on shore 
yesterday and am waiting now for my 
mates ; tlieir stuff is all mixed up in the 
end of the ship, but will be brought on 
shore to-day in the .ship's boats and car- 
ried from the boats ",to dry land. ' Such 
excitement, pitching tents and packing 
baggage ashore. Four fellows have just 
passed with their valises on their way 
back. People are selling out every day 
and going back. There is quite a town 
here, built with tents, containing saloons, 
stores, and doctors, etc. 

It has been raining all the time I have 
been here, and it wants a tent for each 
man. Wo have only two between the 
four of us. About half of the people are 
going to land at Dyea, about four miles 
from here. There are so many dillerent 
reports about the paasea. 

Dillerent interested jjartiea are out 
shouting side by side of each other like a 
lot of iioatile drummers, running each 
others route down and praising their 
own, and causing so much confusion. 

There is no way of getting one's stuff 
packed to the lake except they have 
horses and do it themselves. One man 
oll'ered $1,000 to get 3,000 pounds packed 
to the lake, but no one could do it. 
Some have got carts, wheelbarrows, 
bicycles, but they can only use them for 
about a mile. Lota brought their boats, 
but they are no good. They can't pack 
them, and no one will for them. There 
are two or three laying in front of our 
camp that someone haa left all cut out 
and ready for [lutting together. I have 
just been jiackiiig stuff from the boats 
to the dry land with my horse. It all 
has to be stacked together and then aort- 
ed after it i.s all out of the ship. This ia 
freight tiiat I am alluding to. 1 got all 
of mine on shore yesterday. I hired a 
private Ijoat to bring it ashore. I am 
anxious to be on the march. 

I have had auotlier stroll. Things 
look very dismal. The food is all out in 
the wet and all messed up with mud. 
It is a misttike to bring bad horses. 
They are half dead when they arrive 
and will never be able to hold out. 

I am 80 glad that I am oil' the ship. 
The cursing was awful, and half of the 
crowd seemed to be gambling nearly all 
night. I had to sit and sleep; I could 
not tind room to spread ray blankets. 
The company did the beat they could 
under tlie circuimatances. Anyone bring- 
ing horses sliuuld bring feed to have 
on shore; so many horses are making 
tlie grass scarce. They are charging 22 
cents per lb. for pac'.-ipi' and no chance 
to get a packer at ttiat price. Packers 
are engaged for a month or two ahead. 
There are no Indian packers at this bay, 
bat lots at Dyea. The country is heavily 
timbered riglit up to the anow line. 

August 4— Everything wet, moat dis- 
agreeable. My mate's stufl" not landed 
yet. The steamer Tees came in yester- 
day. They are unloading her now. I 
hope that we will get started to-morrow. 
I am afraid that we will not get in this 
winter. It takes six days to make trips 
there and back with 200 lbs. I found 
three more shrubs yesterday, a red cur 
rant, a cranberry and an azalia. 



THE YUKON CLIMATE. 

The Tale as Told t>y the Thermometers of 
the mounted Police. 

?ilr. R. F. Stupart, director of the 
meteorological office, Toronto, writes: 
"In view of the interest taken in the 
Yukon district, I have much pleasure in 
furnishing temperature observations 
taken at Fort Confitantine between No- 
vember I, IS'Ju, and May 31, 181)7: 

" In the autumn of 1895 the temper- 
ature first touched zero on November 
10, and the last zero recorded in the 
spring was on April 211. Between De- 
cember 19 and February it never rose 
above zero. On March 12 it first rose 
above the freezing point, but no con- 
tinuous mild weather occurred until 
.May 4, after which date the temperature 
during the balance of the month fre- 
quently rose above (50 degrees. 

"The Yukon river froze up on October 
28, and broke up on May 17. Forty-mile 
river broke up on May 11. In June the 
temperature reached 70 degrees on 
twelve days, and on only one day the 
.'-!Oth did it reach SO degrees. The 
last frost was recorded on the 7th ; 
the average temperature of the mouth 
was 53 degrees, wliich is three degrees 
lower than the normal ,!uno tempera- 
ture on Lake Athabasca, and nearly 
the same as the May normal in Winni- 
peg. The average temperature for July 
was 67 degrees. In August tlie higliest 
temperature was 7(5 degrees, and no frost 
occurred until the 3l8t, when the ther- 
mometer fell to 29 degrees. Tlie average 
for September was only 43 degrees, 
which is turee degrees lower than the 
usual October average in Toronto. 

"Jt may be said that winter set in on 
September 27, and on Septorntier HO the 
temperature fell to (3 degrees above zero ; 
l<ir October the average temperature was 
27 degrees or about the sanie as tlie De- 
cember average iu Toronto. Novenil)er 
was very cold the average being 7 de- 
grees; the lowest 3!) degrees. The 
Yukon froze up on the 5th. December 
average was 13; the temperature fell to 
35 degrees on 8 occasions and 40 
duL'rees was the lowest registered. In 
January the average temperature was 
but 15 degrees, as against 3S degrees 
in the previous year. February was also 
mild compared with the previous year, 
the mean temperature being 3 degrees. 
The average temperature in March was 
31 degrees, and on the 16th and 17th the 
two lowest temperatures of the winter 
were registered, namely, 5-1 and 53 
degrees. In April the days were 
mostly mild and nij^hts cokl. The low- 
est reading was 5 degrees, whicli was 
the last zero temperature of the winier. 
The month of f^Iay, 181)7, was 
very similar to the preoedini; May; 
the average temperature was 40 
degrees; (5(5 degrees was (irst recorded 
ou the 2Cth, and 75 degrees on 
theSlst; the lowest of the mouth was 
11 degrees, on the 0th. Forty-Mile 
creek broke up on the 13th and the 
Y'ukon on the 15th."

The most olTectivo cleausiiig sub- 
et.inco for tlio containers and wick ap- 
IitnntuH con.slst;,i of prdinarT' waoA asa 
Tlii.s hti.s :i pocnlior effect apon petro- 
lenni, cry-ial aud oHier oils of tlio fiamo 
kiiitl. Kub tho .-usIklh well all ovor the 
parts tliiit require cleaning and polish 
or wipe it off -with a dean, soft cloth. 
Tliis is a very siniplo method and obvi- 
ates tlio nso of Nvator, which may prove 
a .serioti.s diflicultr. ospocially if tho op- 
ertttor is uot verj* parllcnlar as regarda 
tho drying process. TJiis treatment 
tihonld not, howQ-vor, oatirely do W'^ 
•\vith a periouical boiling the dliBor-' 
cut pares of tho lt\rap tvith strong soda, 
Lnt tho rcguhii uko of ■wood ash should 
lunkc tho wii.shing a last reaonrco and 
an altogeth(!r ruro nocossity.

Odd bits of 
wick allowed to collect anywhere near 
tiio flame, for instance, nro objeotion- 
ttblo from every point of vio'W.

Tho best of 
all aro tlio.so which urn partially hol- 
lowod out, so tluit if tho tlamo ia ci- 
posed to a draft tho ni el tod wax runs 
liowu tho inwido. A thin, olofle wlck 
will alway.s burn bettor than a thick 
one. Oiir of tlio clovorest txiutriyoncM 
adapted lo candlo.s is a metal a'utcmuWc 
OKtingtiisher. It can bo "lixcd to any re- 
quired depth of tho candle, say one inoli, 
more or less, and as soon as that quan- 
tity haH burned away two metal nnga 
clo.sn over tbo damo and ofloctually pnt 
it out. Something of tho kind ha« al- 
ready been seen, but the newer patent 
is much more practical, from tho Tcry 
fact that it can bo lixcd to any part of 
thocuinilc iii.steiidof boiug placed in the 
candio holder, for in tho lattnr caso it 
could lint net until tho illaiiiinaut had 
riuitt! burned down, when Iho oxtin- 
guisher was obviously of doubtful ntil- 
lly.

But iier\ou.snc.«.s, a.s o.^^prcsscd by va- 
rious well meaning citiaens, seems to 
be a certain resoutnicnt ngaiitst noiaei. I 
nm considering tho point from tho van- 
tage or di.sadvaiihigo of a layman. Is 
mere noise the catise or .simplj' the e\i- 
denco of nervoumiCK.s'^ That's what I 
want to know. To bo clearer, is mora 
noise the creator of uorvonsncss, or is 
tho tiaivcTsal coiiiplniut of thc^e noises 
merely tho evidence of growing ncrv- 
onsnGss? Most of the errors of rea.ion- 
hig, I lieliL've, aro from tho coufusicu of 
causo and elTcct. 

Wliou a letter carrier suddenly and 
unexpectedly pipes his thin, shrill whis- 
tle up a vibrant hallway and cansos mo 
to start, it is easy and natural to say ho 
make.i-' mo nervou.?. And when :ui ele- 
viited train, brakes down, npproaohes a 
station, cau.sing every wheel to fioroam 
nnd Khriek, it ' 'sots my teeth ou edge," 
nnd the charge is instantly filed against 
tho railroad company of creating nerv- 
ous disorders. Whereas, the facts aro I 
wa.s uervourj already, and tlio letter car- 
rier's shrill wliiKtlo only demciiHtrated 
it, and if I had not been a sufferer from 
uervousiu-ss tho elevated noises ■would 
Hiitiply liavo had no effect ■npon my 
mind whatever. And if I sat down and 
wrote to the newsiiapors complaining 
against all those manifohi noises I 
should onlj- advertise my nervous con- 
dition to the wholo community. 

I am awaro that I shall run counter 
to tho popular theory when I a.ssert 
that noises have nothing whatever to 
do with nervousness. The nervous por- 
sou will jump higher aud ([uioker when 
silently approached from the roar, being 
uiie.\p('('tetlly confronted silently in the 
(lark, being suddenly touelied by some 
line till that moment unseou or uulietird, 
or even prove more nervou.'i under con- 
ditions of absolv.te silence. It can bo 
easily domonstrcted that a man who 
can sleep like a habo on tho line of tho 
elevated road will lie uwiLkened at tlio 
crow of fhiclcciiH in the country, .'lud 
yet bt! unuble to sleep at no souiuLs at 
all. The tuau who is disturbed by the 
iioi.=es of tho viiy is a nervous man who 
would tos-sull night on a sleepless couch 
ill the dead qoiefcof tho conntry. The 
only reason there is more nervousness is 
bccunse our mode of life creates iiervoufl- 
ness. Wc drink luon', snioke iiioro, oat 
more and go tho pace generally — and 
tlien lay it oa to noises. — New York 
Herald.

I remember to havo 
seen onco an interview with Lotta Crab- 
tree in Tho Sun in which she said that 
tho Bfagc gave women more than any 
other profession could. Lotta is one of 
tho few very rich women of tho stage, 
and I am afraid that optimistic opinion 
wss alfectod more or less by her own 
success. If she Jiad not accumulated 
!{,TOO,000 or more, Lotta might not look 
so favorably upon tho stago as a means 
of livelihood for women. 

"Tho ideas that aro prevalent about 
ealtiries, tho general idea of tlio large 
amounts paid and the pro.spects for sav- 
ing money that such occupation affords 
are all based ou very erroneous iuiprcs- 
fiion.s. There are, of course, actors that 
make largo sums, and soiuo that make 
fortunes. But there are not many of 
them. There aro very few people, for 
instance, who would bclievo that tho 
leading lady of a prominent Xew York 
stock company gets only iJKlO a week 
— that is, f(ir;ihouC !10 weeks of the 3-eaT, 
or niuylio IJ.")nt the outside. Ou the road 
she receives $135 a week. A certtiiu 
amount is paid by her manager toward 
her costnuiPS, but when it happens that 
tho plays are not successful and havo to 
bo clianged frequently, the expense of 
costumes u.scs up a large proportion of 
what sho may make. The most popular 
leading woman in Amerietm receives 
only a week wlieu she is in New 

York and an e.i:tra on the road. Yet 
as niaiiy of the people at the theaters in 
which sho acts go to soo her as go to sco 
the 'star' with whom she's :issoc:iated. 
But she's to bo a star herself after 
awliilo. and then she will moke enough 
to repay her for all the timo sho was 
building up her popularity, even if sho 
wa.s not getting rich. 

' 'These women that get the salaries I 
spoke of aro the best paid iu Ihc ctitin- 
try. Among all the women on tin; st;iL;c 
1 tloubt if rhnie are ,10 wlio receive as 
much as that. One leading lady in a 
New Vork 1 heater gets only a week. 
The women wIki act on the road with 
stars gi'l usually .$7.^ or $H0, tiiid in some 
cases sHio. But, as I said, tliero are not 
many of them in tho last schedule. Tho 
prices rauge ou down to $30, which is 
about the siiuiUest salary iiaitl to any 
woman iu a first class conijiaiij'. 

" When thoy get to bo stars on their 
own iiccouut, the case is different. Usu- 
ully Iho women stars get certain sums 
evi ry week in salary and certain 
ninonnts from the prollts. fcioiiii! of the 
best \r.M get :i;;iOO a week in salary :vnd 
nue-tpmrtcr of tlie profits. Tlieu they 
begin lo make nioiiey. Oii(;-quarter of 
tho profits 1UU3' etiual, under favorable 
circumstances, !f2,(JO0. That makes the 
salary of the actor enga{;ed on tho terms 
iiieiitio!io([ J;s(i(j a week, lint only the 
liieky cues succeed iu ever accomplish- 
ing; .--tich success as that. Ofcour.se th(;re 
urt- (.liK'rs who take all tho monoy ttnd 
mcndy liiii! their managcra But they 
ore still fi'wrr iu junilier. 

".\iu)llier thing that has to h(,! taken 
into cou.siueratiou is the fact tliat a wo- 
man has only a certain timo on tho 
stage. Slio must be a gonlns to litst 
inueli bi>y(in(l in, and she is not likidy 
to hecoiii:' I'aiiKUis luueli before !!(>, So 
her lime is rather short, .\fter a certain 
period the declini! begins tiiid salarieu 
begin to go down, just as before tho age, 
Hay of -III. Ilii'y increased. Think of tlte 
lew ricli or even comfortably off women 
of the sttif,'!'. Tliey could bo counted on 
the fingers — Lotta, Jlaggii- 3\Iitcli(dl, 
Fanny Davenport and Olara iNIorri.'-^. 
There may bo a few others, but they are 
mighty few. Comparo this with the 
long list of women tliathavo been popu- 
lar and succe.-'sful in their youth, aud 1 
think you will agree with me that the 
wouienoii the sttigc are not aswellpaid 
as tho nspiranis think." — New York 
Sun. ' •

Gray squirrels aro winter neighliors, 
but very shy ones. I havo tried to coax 
them to como into the yard for walnuts 
by leaving out a supply under the trees 
there and gathering all from other trees, 
but they were too well supplied ■'vith 
nuts iu the wood. I did succeed iu gain- 
ing their confidence through a pair of 
tamo .squiiTols tliat had been raised in 
a cage by a neighbor. I induced thb 
iieiglibor to set them free, and, apparent- 
ly to reward me, they took up their 
abode iu.tho tall cottonwoods and pop- 
lars about tlie lawn, but more likely bo- 
cause the neighbor had no largo trees. 
While they remained an occasional wild 
gquirrol would call or spend the day in 
the groat trees with my tame ones. But 
the vilhiiuous pot hunter and liis worth- 
less cur d(\^tro.Ye(i my pets and drove the 
visitors back to their wild state. 

Tho gray squirrel is uot as provident 
as tho fittlo ground squirrel, who toils 
through tho long days of summer and 
fall to provide himself a home and la^ 
up !i store for winter use. What littlo 
the gray squirrel does lay by for a rainy 
day is uur stni ( d in his deii, but scatter- 
ed Ikuc nnd there about the -svoods, like 
the prudent housewife afraid to. put all 
the eggs iu ono bitsket. 

I learned from my tamo squirrels 
their nicthiid of hiding nuts. Tho nut is 
carried in the mouth, aud some time 
and thouglit are given to thi^ selection 
of a likely place to hide it. When tho 
spot is linally decided upon, a hole tho 
size of the nut is dug in the ground, tho 
nut thrust in and pushed down hard 
witli the nose, a littlo earth pressed and 
]iat ted down, and leaves or grass tossed 
about iu tho most natural way. After 
a snowfall their tracks will be fonnd in 
every tlireotion, from the den trees to 
all parts of the wood. Following fheso 
(rails, one will find nitiin- little holes 
ill llu! snow where hidden nuts havo 
hci u dug up. — J, H. Kennedy in llar- 
per's Magazine.

THE (RAIL) WAY INTO THE 
YUKON. 

To THE Editok :— In your issue of the 
5th inst. (semi-weekly) you point out 
that " there are seven routes by which 
the Yukon country can be entered." 
Those by way of Yukon river, Lynn 
canal and Taku inlet are objectionable 
on account of international questions 
sure to arise. The Bute inlet route is 
too long and would he too costly, the 
Homalhco river being a canyon for eixty 
miles. The Stickeeu and Dease lake 
route is impracticable, and the water 
system of the great Mackenzie concerns 
the East, not British Columbia. 

The one route most beneficial for •Brit- 
ish Columbia, that will bring most trade 
to Victoria and Vancouver, and that 
possesses the great and important ad- 
vantage of being all the way in British 
Columbia, is the Stickeen and Teslin 
lake route, commencing at the head of 
Kitimaat inlet and thence through an 
absolutelv level country to Teleirraph 
Creek on' the Stickeen. This line would 
pass through a mineral country which I 
believe will prove to be as rich in «iin- 
erals as any other portion of our pro- 
vince. 

The fact of an open, wide and fertile 
valley extending from ocean navigation 
at the head of Kitimaat inlet through 
the Coast range without even a hill fifty 
feet high to cross, has, 1 think, been 
overlooked. Along the whole Coast 
range from Vancouver to Obilcat and 
beyond there is no other such outlet to 
the Coast, and I've been convinced for 
some time that the Kitimaat inlet and 
valley of the Kitimaat river is the 
natural gateway to the vast interior of 
British Columbia, and to which the 
wealth and resources of the Yukon, Cas- 
siar, Omineca and Stoeua -iver mines 
are tributary. 

I trust tiiat the provincial govern- 
ment will prove all routes, and hold fast 
and aaaist in putting through the one 
coming nearest to an ideal route, the 
essentials of which are: ' 

1. Through British territory all the 
way. 

2. Directness and easy grades. 

3. From a point on the coast of Brit- 
ish Columbia easily accesaible for ocean 
steamers from Victoria and Vancouver.

COAL SUPPLY KEEPS UP 

And the Injunction Against the Striking 
Workmen Is Made Permanent. 

PiTTSBUiiG, Aug. IS.— This morning 
Judges Stowe and Collier handed down 
a decision in the injunction proceedings 
of the New York and Cleveland Gas and 
Coal Company against the United Mine 
Workers of America, Patrick Dolan. 
William Warner and others. The pre- 
liminary injunction was made perman- 
ent, and the plaintiff was ordered to file 
a bond of $5,000 to answer for such dam- 
ages aa may be sustained by the defend- 
ants by reason of the injunction. The 
court ordered a similar decree to be 
drawn in the caae against the Buna 
miners. 

The action at the meeting of coal oper- 
ators at Cteveland yesterday is in ac- 
cordance with the plan mapped out after 
the uniformity agreement had been 
formulated. The agreement provides 
that all coal contracted for on the 54 
cent basis shall be mined at that rate 
until the contracts are filled. It is 
known that the requirements of the lake 
trade by September 15th are 0,000,000 
tons. If the contracts arc not filled the 
operators will not only lose a large 
amount of money, but put themselves in 
a position to lose contracts for all time 
to come. 

The price of coal shows no material in- 
crease at Pittsburg. The Reading figure 
in barge lots in 5 cents to cents per 
bushel. There is no shortage of the 
supply and the demand is only ordinary. 
The present holdings in the Pittsburg 
market are not far from 7,000,000 bushels.

The strikers appointed a coiii- 
iiiittee of twelve to arrange a meeting, 
but the Co/leen minors refused to at- 
tend. The marchers threaten to make 
troiiljle to-day if the miners attempt to 
work.
